The  "population  explosion' 
at  Arkansas  State  University- 
has  been  the  most  rapid  among 
colleges  and  universities  in  the 
state.  It  took  the  college  24 
years  to  grow  from  its  105 
original  students  to  1,061  in 
1950.  The  enrollment  doubled 
to  2,193  in  1960. 

In  less  than  a  decade,  the 
enrollment  has  tripled  to  pass 
the  6,000  mark.  The  growth 
shows  no  signs  of  slowing  down, 
for  the  state's  Commission  of 
Coordination  of  Higher  Educa- 
tional Finance  has  projected 
that  over  16,000  will  flood  the 
campus  by  1980. 

The  increasing  numbers  are 
evident  everywhere — in  longer 
lines  at  registration,  in  the 
bookstore,  at  the  cafeteria,  in 
crowded  classrooms,  in  the 
ever  heavy  traffic — and  the  list 
could  continue  almost  indefi- 
nitely. 


Opportunities  for  social  growth  at  Arkan- 
sas State  University  ballooned  this  year  for 
both  Greek  and  independent  students.  The  Stu- 
dent Government  Association  provided  the  stu- 
dent body  with  more  entertainment  than  in  any 
previous  year. 

On  a  more  sophisticated  level,  the  Lecture 
Concert  Series  brought  in  outstanding  speakers 
who  both  entertained  and  challenged  those  who 
took  advantage  of  the  programs. 

The  Greek  system  experienced  growth  in 
new  directions.  Four  new  groups  joined  the 
system  last  year,  and  all  four  projected  new 
influences  on  the  campus.  With  more  students 
going  through  rush,  serious  discussions  were 
started  concerning  the  expansion  of  the  present 
quota  system. 

Another  big  step  was  taken  when  the  plans 
for  construction  of  the  first  fraternity  lodge  on 
campus  were  announced. 

But  social  life  doesn't  have  to  be  organized 
or  planned.  Social  problems  of  various  scopes 
and  magnitudes  are  evident  every  day,  and 
students  are  becoming  more  aware  of  them. 


Growing  Up.  . 

There's  no  material  way  to  evaluate  the 
academic  growth  at  Arkansas  State  University. 
You  have  to  look  to  find  it,  but  the  results  are 
quickly  obvious.  The  school  now  has  over  100 
faculty  and  staff  members  with  doctorate 
degrees. 

The  instructional  staff  has  been  organized 
into  six  colleges  with  18  divisions,  and  there 
are  also  three  independent  divisions,  including 
the  recently  added  Division  of  Nursing. 

Academic  facilities  have  been  expanded  to 
fill  the  growing  student  needs.  The  new  science 
building  is  an  example,  for  its  educational 
facilities  are  second  to  none  in  the  state.  The 
ASU  library  is  ever  increasing  its  volumes,  and 
the  physical  capacity  of  the  library  is  soon  to 
be  expanded  to  provide  a  better  foundation  of 
academic  growth. 
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.  .  .  With  More  Facilities 


From  the  massive  expanse  of  the  entire  campus  to  the  hidden  workings  of  a 
boiler  room,  the  physical  facilities  at  Arkansas  State  University  continue  to  grow. 
The  science  center,  which  is  being  used  for  the  first  time  this  year,  has  labora- 
tory facilities  for  biology,  chemistry,  physics  and  nuclear  physics  classes  which 
are  second  to  none  in  the  state.  The  new  cafeteria  was  scheduled  for  opening 
between  semesters.  Many  construction  projects  have  been  completed  in  the  past 
three  years,  and  many  more  are  on  the  drawing  boards,  including  another  high- 
rise  girls'  dormitory,  a  new  physical  education  building,  renovation  of  the  old 
science  building  and  expansion  of  the  library. 


Growing  Up  .  .  . 

The  new  Fine  Arts  Center  has  given  the 
artistic  abilities  of  Arkansas  State  University's 
students  and  staff  members  a  place  to  grow. 
The  Division  of  Art  now  has  facilities  for 
sculpture  and  pottery  classes,  and  the  painting 
of  Dan  F.  Howard,  the  acting  chairman  of  the 
division,  continues  to  gain  both  state  and  na- 
tional recognition. 

The  Division  of  Speech  and  Drama  now 
presents  three  stage  productions  each  year  in 
addition  to  Chamber  Theater  performances.  The 
division  also  sponsored  the  first  Arkansas 
State  University  invitational  intercollegiate  de- 
bate tournament  in  November. 

Sigma  Alpha  Iota,  the  new  music  sorority 
at  ASU,  presented  a  festival  of  American  music 
as  the  first  of  many  choral  concerts. 

The  Marching  Indian  Band  had  its  best 
sound  ever,  and  its  stunning  performance  at 
Little  Rock's  War  Memorial  Stadium  brought 
the  crowd  of  18,000  to  its  feet.  During  concert 
season  several  band  members  earned  positions 
in  the  state's  intercollegiate  band.

Growing  Up  .  .  . 

Arkansas  State  University  is  swiftly  chang- 
ing its  image  from  that  of  a  Northeast  Arkansas 
college  to  a  statewide  university. 

The  face-lifting  has  received  a  big  boost 
the  past  two  years  with  the  Indians  appearance 
in  War  Memorial  Stadium  in  Little  Rock.  The 
game  in  the  state's  central  city  has  done  more 
than  familiarize  football  fans  with  the  calibre 
of  our  athletic  program.  It  has  given  more  of 
Arkansas  a  chance  to  meet  the  real  components 
of  the  school — its  students. 

The  school' s  spreading  image  got  another 
lift  last  year  when  Gov.  Winthrop  Rockefeller 
appointed  W.  P.  Gulley  of  Little  Rock  to  the 
school's  board  of  trustees.  In  the  past  most 
board  members  have  been  almost  exclusively 
from  the  Northeast  Arkansas  area. 

The  facilities  of  the  Carl  R.  Reng  Center 
and  Fine  Arts  Center  have  been  used  to  house 
conventions  of  professional,  civic  and  school 
groups.  Each  summer  the  campus  is  flooded  by 
high  school  students  from  the  entire  state  who 
participate   in   the   various   clinics  and  camps.

Growing  Up  .  .  . 

Despite  the  advances  made  at  Arkansas 
State  University,  the  past  has  not  been  lost.  The 
arch,  which  at  one  time  was  possibly  the  "hub" 
of  the  campus,  still  stands  although  often  un- 
noticed. The  relatively  recent  elevation  to 
university  status  did  not  completely  remove  the 
fact  that  this  was  only  a  short  time  ago  a  col- 
lege. Evidence  is  everywhere. 

Efforts  toward  the  improvement  of  the 
school's  image,  along  with  the  many  improve- 
ments of  the  school  itself,  are  becoming  more 
and  more  successful. 

With  the  improvements,  some  of  the  past, 
and  some  of  its  traditions,  have  been  forgotten — 
and  they  should  be.  But  some  of  the  past  is 
intangible:  it  will  never  be  forgotten.

Lecture  Concert 
Series  Curtailed 
By  Cancellations 

The  effectiveness  of  this  year's 
Lecture  Concert  Series  was  greatly 
hurt  by  cancellations  of  two  of  the 
speakers,  Sen.  Paul  Douglas  and  Ralph 
Nader,  the  nation's  most  prominent, 
current-day  "muckraker.  A  third 
presentation  by  CBS  newsman  Harry 
Reasoner  had  to  be  rescheduled  due  to 
weather  problems,  but  the  veteran 
commentator  still  drew  a  packed  house 
at  his  second  try.  The  series  began 
with  a  presentation  by  the  Danish 
Gymnastics  team.  Former  convict  and 
now  author  Bill  Sands  followed  and  told 
of  some  of  the  atrocities  in  penal 
systems.  He  offered  words  of  encour- 
agement for  the  often  criticized  Ar- 
kansas system.  Former  ABC  corre- 
spondent David  Schoenbrun's  presenta- 
tion was  followed  by  a  lively  question 
and  answer  period  which  lasted  far 
past  the  official  closing  of  the  lecture. 
The  lecture  by  Cathy  Bauby  was  at- 
tended mainly  by  visiting  students  on 
campus  for  the  state  AWS  convention. 
The  final  presentation  was  by  the 
Opera  Theatre  of  New  York  with  its 
production  of  Otello.

ASU  Wins  All-Sports  Trophy 


The  only  thing  darker  than  the  Texas  sky 
at  Arlington,  Tex.,  was  the  Arkansas  State  Uni- 
versity baseball  team.  The  Indians,  defending 
champions,  were  behind  a  pesky  Lamar  Tech 
team  3-0  with  two  outs  in  the  bottom  of  the  third 
inning.  The  Cardinals,  always  a  thorn  in  the 
Indians'  side  in  any  sport,  had  forced  the  South- 
land Conference  baseball  tournament  into  an 
extra  game  by  handing  the  Indians  a  5-4  loss 
earlier  in  the  day. 

The  ASU  track  team  had  arrived  at  the 
park  with  good  news  —  it  had  finished  second 
in  the  SLC  meet.  Now  the  baseball  game  had 
extra  importance,  for  the  winner  would  not 
only  get  the  baseball  trophy,  but  the  All-Sports 
trophy  winner  also  would  be  decided  by  the 
outcome  of  the  baseball  championship. 

Rusty  Bourg,  who  gained  All-SLC  honors 
for  his  superlative  pitching,  stepped  to  the  plate 
and  hit  a  squibbler  back  at  the  pitcher's  mound. 
The  Cardinal  pitcher  fielded  the  ball,  but  threw 
it  over  the  first  baseman's  head.  Bourg  ended 
up  on  second,  and  the  ASL'  tracksters  went  wild 
in  the  stands.  They  beat  on  garbage  cans  with 
broken  baseball  bats,  and  they  filled  tin  cans 
with  rocks  to  use  as  noise-makers.  For  all 
practical  purposes,  the  game  was  over.  The 
Indians  had  been  opportunists  all  season  long, 
and  there  was  no  reason  for  the  pattern  to 
change  now.  It  didn't. 

The  top  of  the  batting  order  was  up.  Dana 
Ryan  ripped  a  single,  scoring  Bourg.  Captain 
Jim  Callaway  singled  to  keep  the  rally  alive. 
Jim  Mueller  doubled  off  the  center  field  wall. 


driving  in  Ryan,  then  the  dean  of  the  clutch 
hitters,  All-American-to-be  Wayne  Pitcock, 
singled  to  drive  in  two  more  runs.  ASU  led 
4-3,  and  another  rally,  led  by  relief  pitcher 
Bobby  Sherrill,  who  pitched  six  innings  of  al- 
most perfect  baseball,  Ryan,  Callaway  and 
Mueller  resulted  in  three  more  runs  for  a  7-4 
win. 

The  win  ended  years  of  domination  of  the 
award  by  Abilene  Christian  and  Lamar.  The 
gigantic  trophy  had  finally  left  Texas.

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Pitcock  Named 
All-American 


Wayne  Pitcock  accomplished  some- 
thing that  every  college  athlete  dreams 
of,  and  he  did  it  as  a  sophomore.  "Pud- 
din"  ended  a  successful  season  by  being 
named  to  the  American  Association  of 
College  Baseball  Coaches  1968  All-Amer- 
ican team  as  a  first  unit  outfielder.  The 
left-handed  hitter  set  an  ASU  season  rec- 
ord for  most  runs  batted  in  with  36, 
eight  better  than  the  old  mark.  He  drove 
in  the  winning  run  in  five  contests  while 
hitting  .315.  He  produced  55  runs  during 
the  season,  including  five  home  runs.

Criss  McGuire 


Criss  McGuire,  popular  ASU 
catcher  the  past  two  seasons,  lost 
his  life  in  an  automobile  accident 
August  20,  1968,  near  Alva,  Okla. 
The  big  redhead  sparked  the  In- 
dians in  their  drive  to  baseball 
power  at  the  start  of  the  1967 
season.  He  stepped  in  to  the  In- 
dian lineup  after  giving  up  foot- 
ball for  baseball,  and  his  thir- 
teen game  hitting  streak  set  ASU 
sailing  on  a  two-year  winning 
spree.  He  finished  that  season 
with  a  .357  average.  In  the  1968 
season,  his  average  fell  to  .202, 
but  he  was  invaluable  in  handling 
the  young  Indian  pitching  staff 
and  as  the  team's  field  general. 
His  season  was  capped  when  he 
was  named  to  the  All-Southland 
Conference  team.

Southland   Conference   championship.  The 
Tribe  had  regular  season  wins  over  such 
teams    as    Iowa    State,    Mississippi  State, 
Ole  Miss,  Murray  State,  Purdue,  St.  Louis 
U.,  Memphis  State  and  Wisconsin.  The  Red- 
men  opened  SLC  play  with  an  easy  7-2  win 
over    Abilene    Christian    as   John  Ferriell 
got  the  win  and  Wayne  Pitcock  drove  in 
four  runs.

Midwest  Regional  Tournament  at  Man- 
kato.  Minn.  ASU  went  into  the  playoffs 
for  the  first  College  Division  World  Series 
with  the  worst  record  (19-10-1)  of  any 
team  there,  but  it  was  soon  evident  that 
the  Tribe  had  played  rougher  competition. 
In  the  opener  against  Northern  Iowa,  ASU 
fell  behind  1-0,  but  it  led  5-1  by  the  fifth 
inning  due  to  several  NIU  errors  and  Wayne 
Pitcock's  two-run  homer.  The  Redmen 
scored  five  times  in  the  seventh  as  Pit- 
cock  added  his  second  circuit  shot  of  the 
day.  The  final  score  was  11-3  as  Rusty 
Bourg  pitched  a  five-hitter.  The  Tribe  had 
14  hits  while  routing  host  Mankato  State 
11-1.  Dana  Ryan,  pitcher  John  Ford  and 
Jim  Callaway  had  three  hits,  with  Calla- 
way driving  in  four  runs.  Ford  scattered 
seven  hits.  The  Tribe  was  awarded  the 
championship  after  the  final  game  of  the 
double-elimination  tournament  against 
Southern  Colorado  State  was  called  due 
to  rain.  At  the  time,  ASU  was  leading  3-0 
on  Pitcock's  home  run  and  had  runners  on 
first  and  second  with  no  one  out  in  the 
bottom  of  the  second.

State  cost  the  Indians  their  first  bid 
for  a  national  championship  in  the 
first  College  Division  World  Series  in 
Springfield,  Mo.  The  Statesmen  could 
do  nothing  wrong  as  they  handed  ASU 
a  3-1  loss  in  the  Tribe  s  tourney 
opener,  then  eliminated  the  Redmen 
two  days  later  with  a  4-3  verdict. 
ASU  s  onk  win  was  a  sweet  one  as  the 
Indians  ripped  No.  I  ranked  hong 
island  (N.Y.)  10-3  to  eliminate  the 
favored  team  from  the  tournament. 
Chapman  College  (Calif.)  won  the  na- 
tional championship  without  a  loss.

ASU  Finishes  Third  In  Nation 
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Speed  Takes 
'68  Spotlight 


Arkansas  State's  track  team  turned  its 
strength  from  the  field  to  the  running  events  in 
the  1968  season,  and  the  results  were  eight 
running  records  being  either  tied  or  broken. 
Bill  Caputo  tied  his  100- yard  dash  time  of  9.5 
and  set  a  21.2  standard  in  the  220.  Bob  Giers- 
berg  set  new  marks  with  a  1:52.2  S80  and  a 
4:06.5  mile.  Thomas  Hill,  the  freshman  sensa- 
tion who  competed  in  as  main  as  seven  events 
in  a  single  meet,  set  a  hurdles  mark  with  a 
14.2  clocking  in  the  120  high's.  Jack  Morrison 
turned  in  a  55.2  timing  in  the  440  intermediate 
hurdles.  The  Indians  set  relax  records  of  41.5 
in  the  440  relax  and  1:27.1  in  the  880  relax.  In 
the  field  events,  Bill  Bell  vaulted  a  record 
15  =  0  in  the  pole  vault,  and  Craig  Shumaker 
leaped  45-9  in  the  triple  jump  for  a  tenth 
record.

Hill  tied  the  SLC  standard  in  the  high  hur- 
dles with  a  14.4  clocking  and  added  a  tie  lor  second  place 
in  the  high  jump  and  a  fourth  place  finish  in  the  long  jump 
to  his  honors.  Giersberg,  the  Tribes  seemingly  tireless 
distance  man.  took  second  places  in  the  mile  and  three- 
mile  and  a  third  place  in  the  880.  Bill  Caputo  placed  in  two 
events,  taking  third  in  the  100  yard  dash  and  fifth  in  the 
220.  Other  second  place  finishers  for  the  Indians  were 
Barry  Garlow  in  the  880  and  Bilk   Bell  in  the  pole  vault. 


Jack  Morrison  took  third  in  the  440  intermediate  hurdles 
with  his  best  performance  ever.  In  the  440  dash.  Handy 
Krwin  took  fourth  and  Rudy  Rogers  took  fifth.

In  what  had  been  written  off  as  a  rebuilding  year 
by  the  "experts,"  the  Indians  parlayed  an  abundance 
of  youth- with  a  smattering  of  battle-tested  veterans  to 
produce  one  of  the  finest  teams  in  Arkansas  State  Uni- 
versity football  history. 

However,  the  season  was  not  completely  free  from 
exasperation  and  defeat  as  the  Indians  opened  the  year 
as  predicted  by  dropping  a  20-0  decision  to  Western 
Michigan  University. 

With  first  game  jitters  behind  them,  the  young 
Tribe  proceeded  to  reel  off  five  straight  victories  be- 
fore finally  being  tied. 

Listed  among  the  victims  were  Drake  University 
46-14,  Eastern  Michigan  26-7,  Tennessee  Tech  15-12, 
Southeastern  Louisiana  17-7  and  conference  foe  Trinity 
University  31-14  in  Little  Rock. 

The  Indians  suffered  a  mid-season  letdown  and  got 
a  17-17  tie  to  a  fired-up  Abilene  Christian  team.  A 
48-17  smashing  of  Lamar  Tech,  a  20-9  upset  at  the 
hands  of  Southwestern  Louisiana  and  a  heart-stopping 
22-21  come-from-behind  win  over  Texas-Arlington 
that  gave  ASU  its  first  football  crown  completed  the 
season. 

The  Tribe  got  its  first  television  exposure  in  the 
post  season  Pecan  Bowl,  but  lost  to  No.  1  ranked  North 
Dakota  State  23-14  despite  a  strong  second  half  show  ing. 

Several  Indians  gained  post  season  honors,  and 
Coach  Bennie  Ellender  was  named  the  Coach  of  the 
Year  for  the  Southland  Conference  and  District  Seven.

Hamilton  connected  with  Joe  Waleszonia  for  two 
touchdowns,  including  a  record-breaking  79- 
yard  bomb.  He  threw  the  other  two  scoring  aeri- 
als to  Frank  McGuigan  and  Dennis  Zolper.  Mc- 
Guigan  added  another  TD  on  the  ground,  while 
reserve  quarterback  Wayne  Crocker  carried  for 
two  scores.  Hamilton  established  school  and 
conference  marks  for  passing  yardage  and  tied 
another  record  for  number  of  touchdown  passes. 
Arkansas  State's  548  \ards  on  total  offense  al- 
so set  a  league  record. 

The  Indians'  inexperience  showed  through 
in  the  Western  Michigan  game,  as  the  Broncos 
took  advantage  of  several  Arkansas  State  mis- 
takes to  carve  out  a  20-0  triumph.  Bill  Bergey 
provided  the  Tribe  with  one  bright  spot  in  the 
game  by  winning  the  Southland  Conference 
Player  of  the  Week  honors  for  his  defensive  play.

A-State  opened  its  home  season  with  two 
victories,  whipping  Eastern  Michigan  26-7  and 
edging  Tennessee  Tech  in  the  rain  and  mud 
15-12.  Against  Eastern  Michigan,  James  Ham- 
ilton threw  touchdown  passes  to  Virgil  Peyton 
and  Dennis  Zolper,  and  Frank  McGuigan  added 
another  score  on  a  one-yard  plunge.  The  ASU 
defense  accounted  for  the  other  TD  when  Donnie 
Beshears  scooped  up  a  blocked  punt  and  ran  it 
in  from  10  yards  out.  The  Tribe  defensive  unit, 
led  by  Bill  Bergey,  stopped  three  Eastern  Mich- 
igan scoring  threats  in  the  second  half  to  pre- 
serve the  win.  Bergey  was  credited  with  33 
tackles  in  the  game,  nine  of  them  unassisted. 

Blocked  kicks  plagued  both  teams  in  the 
Tennessee  Tech  contest,  played  in  a  driving 
rain.  Both  Tech  scores  were  set  up  by  blocked 
punts,  and  the  first  Indian  TD  was  set  up  by  a 
blocked  field  goal  attempt.  ASU  also  blocked 
both  Tech  extra  point  attempts.

ASU  Wins  In  Little  Rock  31-17

The  Indians'  second  appearance  in  Little 
Rock  proved  much  more  successful  than  the 
initial  game  in  1967,  as  they  ripped  Trinity 
31-14  in  their  Southland  Conference  opener. 
ASU  made  a  shambles  of  the  Tigers'  highly- 
touted  defensive  team  by  rolling  up  384  total 
yards  on  the  way  to  the  31  points.  Trinity's 
defense  had  allowed  an  average  of  less  than 
10  points  and  213  total  yards  before  meeting 
the  Indians.  Frank  McGuigan  put  on  a  one-man 
show  to  lead  A-State  to  the  victory.  He  scored 
touchdowns  on  runs  of  nine,  two  and  one  yards, 
and  tossed  a  scoring  pass  to  Kevin  McClelland. 
McGuigan  also  carried  the  ball  24  times  for 
181  yards,  although  he  played  only  three  quar- 
ters. Gary  Elliott  rounded  off  the  Arkansas 
State  scoring  with  a  33-yard  field  goal  and  four 
of  four  extra  points.  The  victory,  the  fifth  in  a 
row  for  the  Indians,  boosted  them  into  con- 
ference contention,  after  most  preseason  polls 
held  little  hope  for  their  title  chances.

After  a  couple  of  mistakes  in  the  opening 
minutes  gave  Lamar  Tech  a  10-0  lead,  the 
Indians  roared  back  to  destroy  the  Cardinals 
4S-17  for  one  of  the  sweetest  Homecoming 
victories  ever.  It  was  A-State's  first  win  over 
Lamar  in  five  years  of  competition.  Frank 
McGuigan  opened  the  Indian  scoring  barrage 
with  a  one-yard  run.  James  Hamilton  then 
gave  ASU  the  lead  on  a  four-yard  keeper, 
and  the  Tribe  never  fell  behind  again.  A  25- 
yard  touchdown  pass  from  Hamilton  to  Tom 
Johnson  strengthened  the  Indian  position,  then 
Terry  Whiting  intercepted  a  Cardinal  aerial 
and  raced  untouched  for  70  yards  to  give  State 
a  28-10  lead  at  halftime.  The  scoring  contin- 
ued in  the  second  half,  with  Hamilton  passing 
17  yards  to  Virgil  Peyton  for  one  touchdown 
and  running  11  yards  for  another.  The  final 
Indian  score  came  on  a  19-yard  toss  from 
Cecil  LaGrone  to  Kevin  McClelland.  Gary 
Elliott  contributed  six  of  seven  extra  point 
attempts.  McGuigan  rushed  for  124  yards  in 
the  game,  boosting  his  eight-game  total  to 
1,039  yards.  He  thus  became  the  first  runner 
in  Southland  Conference  history  to  rush  for 
more  than  1,000  yards  in  a  single  season, 
and  he  did  it  in  only  eight  contests.

With  the  Indians  possibh  looking  ahead  a  week, 
the  University  of  Southwestern  Louisiana  used  several 
key  breaks  for  a  20-9  win  at  Lafayette,  La.  The  In- 
dians took  a  9-0  lead  in  the  second  quarter  on  Frank 
McGuigan's  two-yard  dive  anil  Gary  Elliott's  37-yard 
field  goal.  But  the  Ragin'  Cajuns  came  back  later  in 
the  period  with  two  touchdowns  for  a  14-9  lead  at  the 
halt  Two  field  goals  in  the  second  half  nave  USL  some 
insurance  points,  but  they  were  not  needed,  since  the 
Cajun  defense  held  ASU  scoreless  in  the  final  periods. 

Arkansas  State  won  its  first  Southland  Conference 
football  title  when  McGuigan  ran  in  a  two-point  extra 
point  attempt  in  the  final  minutes  as  the  Indians  nipped 
defending  champ  University  of  Texas  at  Arlington  22- 
21  at  Arlington.  McGuigan  had  scored  the  touchdown 
which  set  up  the  two-point  pla\  just  second*  earlier, 
along  with  another  TD  in  the  second  period.  He  also 
passed  eight  \ards  to  Tom  Johnson  in  the  third  period 
for  still  another  score.  The  victory  gained  AS  I  a  berth 
in  the  Pecan  Bowl  against  North  Dakota.  It  was  also 
the  Indians'  first  victory  over  Texas-Arlington,  break- 
ing a  3-0-1  mark  the  Rebels  had  held  in  the  series. 
A-State  finished  the  regular  season  with  a  7-2-1  record 
overall  and  a  3-0-1  conference  mark.

In  the  Indians  first  post- 
season how  l  game  in  15  years, 
a  Paul  Hatchett-led  North  Da- 
kota State  University  Bison 
team  struck  last  and  then  held 
on  to  defeat  the  Tribe  23-14  in 
the  Pecan  Bowl. 

Combining  the  phenomenal 
running  of  Hatchett  and  a  sec- 
ond quarter  ankle  injury  to 
Frank  McGuigan,  ASU's  top 
offensive  threat,  the  Herd  pro- 
tected their  No.  1  small  col- 
lege rating  and  recorded  a 
perfect  10-0  season. 

Bill  Bergey,  ASU's  line- 
backer supreme,  was  named 
the  outstanding  defensive  player 
of  the  game  for  his  21  tackles 
and  two  pass  interceptions. 

The  Bison  used  a  James 
Hamilton  fumble  in  the  first 
quarter  to  score  first  and  later 
in  the  period  drove  70  yards  in 
seven  plays  to  tack  up  their 
second  TD. 

A  field  goal  and  a  scamper 
by  Hatchett  for  18  yards  into 
pa\  dirt  just  before  halftime 
completed  the  North  Central 
Conference  champion's  scoring. 

Finally  in  the  fourth  quar- 
ter Hamilton  got  the  protection 
he  needed  and  responded  by 
hitting  tight  end  Virgil  Peyton 
and  split  end  Joe  Waleszonia 
repeatedly  and  got  a  score  with 
12:17  left.

An  auto  accident  on  the  return  trip  from  a  meet 
at  Murray,  Ky.,  ultimately  cost  the  Indians  the 
Southland  Conference  cross  country  championship 
when  letterman  Kelly  Parrish  was  injured  and  un- 
able to  compete  in  the  league  meet. 

The  loss  of  deptli  allowed  the  Abilene  Christian 
squad  to  win  its  fifth  straight  title.  The  Wildcats 
won  the  crown  with  33  points  followed  by  ASL'  in 
second  place  with  34.  Lamar  Tech  was  third  with 
a  total  of  62  points  and  Texas- Arlington  was  fourth 
with  107.  Trinity  University  did  not  enter  a  team  in 
the  meet. 

AS  Us  Herman  Atkins  ran  awa\  with  first  place 
as  he  covered  the  four  miles  in  a  record-breaking 
19:15  clocking.  Yirgle  Avers  was  second  with  a  time 
of  19:30  and  John  Lyons,  a  freshman  from  Phila- 
delphia. Pa.,  was  fourth  for  the  Tribe  in  20:36. 
Mile  Holt  of  ASU  was  10th  and  the  Indians'  Barry 
Garlow  w  as  1 7th. 

Atkins  time  broke  the  old  conference  standard 
of  19:51.5  held  by  now  Coach  Bob  Giersberg.  Avers 
and  Atkins  were  named  to  the  All-SLC  team,  and 
Atkins,  Avers  and  Lyons  ran  in  the  University 
Division  Cross  Countrx  finals  in  New  York. 
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Cagers  Tie 

After  a  dismal  showing  in  non-conference 
action  and  losses  in  the  first  two  Southland 
Conference  games,  the  Indian  basketball  team 
appeared  headed  for  the  SLC  cellar.  But  three 
loop  victories  in  the  closing  weeks  suddenly 
put  the  Tribe  back  in  the  conference  picture, 
and  ASU  finished  in  a  third-place  tie,  although 
it  sported  a  6-16  overall  mark  and  a  3-5  league 
record.  For  Coach  Marvin  Speight,  it  was  the 
second  straight  losing  season  after  he  had  had 
four  winners  in  a  row.  But  with  only  two  players 
graduating,  things  look  brighter  for  the  Indians 
next  year,  after  two  consecutive  seasons  of,  at 
best,  rebuilding.

Tribe  Has 
Rough  Start 


A  split  of  two  home  games  and  an  unsuc- 
cessful venture  into  the  Colorado  Rockies  left 
Arkansas  State  University's  basketball  team 
with  a  1-3  record  after  its  first  four  games  of 
the  season. 

In  the  season  opener  against  the  University 
of  Tennessee  at  Martin,  the  Tribe  made  several 
costly  mistakes  and  dropped  a  76-66  contest  to 
the  Volunteers.  Against  Southeast  Oklahoma,  it 
was  a  different  story,  though,  and -State  rolled 
to  a  92-73  triumph.  Mike  Wise  sparked  the  win 
with  18  points,  followed  In  Phil  Young  with  15, 
Ron  Brown  with  12  and  Tom  Wales/onia  with 
11.  On  their  first  road  trip,  the  Indians  met 
Denver  University  and  the  Air  Korce  Academy, 
losing  both  games  handily.  Freshman  John 
Belcher  was  impressive  in  both  contests,  how- 
ever, scoring  26  points  in  the  106-80  defeat 
at  Denver  and  18  points  against  Air  Force,  a 
76-58  loss.  John  McKay  was  also  a  bright  spot 
in  the  games,  with  15  points  in  the  Denver  game 
and  1 1  against  the  Falcons. 
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Indians  Drop  Four 

Although  the  Indians  continued  their  losing  streak, 
the  overall  play  improved  as  the  Tribe  took  defending 
NCAA  small  college  champion  Kentucky  Wesleyan  to 
the  wire  before  falling  69-64  and  dropped  a  narrow 
78-77  decision  to  Southeast  Missouri  State  at  Cape 
Girardeau,  Mo.  John  Belcher,  the  6-8  freshman  from 
Hot  Springs,  gave  one  of  his  finest  performances  of 
the  year  against  the  Panthers  as  he  scored  15  points. 
Second  year  guard  Phil  Young  threw  in  14.  The  Indians 
held  a  lead  over  SKMO  until  the  final  seconds  when  a 
basket  by  center  Roger  Drake,  who  had  22  points  for 
the  night,  gave  the  Missourians  the  narrow  victory. 
Senior  guard  Dave  Velancler  had  a  Tribe-leading  18 
points  while  sophomore  Mike  Wise  scored  17. 

During  the  Christmas  holidays  the  flu-wracked 
Indians  traveled  to  Jackson,  Tenn.,  to  compete  in  the 
Union  University  Invitational  Tournament  and  dropped 
a  pair  of  contests,  86-69  to  Delta  State  College  and  87- 
79  to  host  Union  University.  Hon  Brown  led  the  Tribe 
against  Delta  with  18  points  while  the  Indians  two  big 
men  John  McKay  and  John  Belcher,  both  suffering  from 
the  flu,  combined  for  only  10  points. 

The  next  night,  against  Union,  Belcher  was  unable 
to  play  at  all  but  a  stronger  McKay  scored  15  points 
w  hile  Brown  was  high  with  17.

The  Indian's  basketball  woes  continued  as 
they  began  the  new  year  In  dropping  a  92-62 
decision  to  Southwest  Missouri  in  Springfield, 
Mo.  Shelvy  Haywood  posted  14  points  to  lead 
ASU  scorers.  Returning  home,  the  Redmen 
held  oft  a  late  rally  by  Union  University  to 
record  their  second  win  of  the  year  78-76.  Ron 
Brown  had  a  career  high  of  28  points  while  Mike 
W  ise  had  20  and  John  McKa\  18.  Against  the 
Lamar  Tech  Cardinals,  the  Tribe  gave  one  of 
their  finest  performances  of  the  season,  only 
to  drop  an  84-81  decision  in  Indian  Field  House. 
Brown  hit  21  points  and  Wise  20  for  the  Osage. 
Trinity  University's  Tigers  followed  the  Cardi- 
nals into  Jonesboro  and  handed  the  Redman  their 
second  straight  conference  loss  92-71.  Wise  had 
18  and  Young  16  to  lead  the  scoring  while 
Belcher  pulled  down  a  game-leading  17  re- 
bounds. 

The  Indians  came  back  to  snap  their  two- 
game  losing  streak  and  avenged  a  loss  to  South- 
east Missouri  by  beating  SEMO  111-102  in  a 
game  that  was  not  as  close  as  the  score  indi- 
cated.

The  Tribe*  cagcrs  closed  out  Januan  and 
began  February  w  itli  three  straight  losses  be- 
fore winning  their  first  conference  game  to 
break  the  streak. 

In  rematches  against  Southwest  Missouri 
State,  Tennessee-Martin  and  Kentucky  Wes- 
leyan,  the  Indians  tame  out  on  the  short  end 
against  all  three  teams  for  the  second  time 
during  the  season.  Southwest  visited  the  ASL 
court  and  went  home  with  a  90-67  win.  Ron 
Brown  led  the  Indians  w  ith  16  points.  Tennessee- 
Martin  downed  State  87-69,  but  the  Indians' 
John  Belcher  had  17  points  and  IS  rebounds. 
Banked  sixth  at  the  time,  Wesleyan  blasted 
ASL'  for  a  105-86  win.  John  McKa\  was  high 
scorer  for  the  Tribe  with  24.  A  road  trip  to 
Texas  produced  A-State's  first  conference  win, 
a  77-75  thriller  against  Abilene  Christian  Col- 
lego.

The  Indians  closed  out  their  home  season 
with  conference  victories  over  Abilene  and 
Texas-Arlington,  hut  lost  a  chance  to  finish 
better  than  third  in  the  SLC  by  dropping  the 
final  contests  of  the  season  at  Trinity  and 
Lamar  Tech. 

Against  Abilene  Christian,  the  Tribe  broke 
oix'ii  a  tight  game  in  the  second  halt  and  rolled 
to  a  94-73  triumph.

.  .  .  An  Era  Ends 


In  the  summer  of  1965  I  received  a  letter  from  Victor 
Dickson,  then  the  sports  editor  of  the  Indian,  asking  me 
if  I  would  like  to  work  on  the  yearbook  when  I  enrolled  in 
Arkansas  State  University  that  fall.  I  had  never  worked  on 
a  yearbook,  but  on  my  next  trip  to  Jonesboro,  I  went  to  see 
Victor,  and  I  told  him  I  would  do  it.  Little  did  I  know  what 
my  meager  efforts  while  writing  sports  copy  would  bring. 

After  two  more  years  of  staff  work,  I  found  myself 
as  editor  of  this  monster,  both  malignant  and  benign  in 
character.  And  now,  at  2:30  p.m.,  March  31,  1969,  I  find 
myself  trying  to  finish  this  literary  monologue  before 
the  plane,  which  will  carry  the  final  deadline  to  Walsworth 
Publishing  Company,  leaves  at  4:28. 

Usually  an  editor  looks  forward  to  his  chance  at  putting 
out  a  yearbook,  and  I  was  no  exception,  but  when  my  time 
finally  came,  I  found  that  many  "chickens  had  come  home 
to  roost,"  and  it  was  my  job  to  clean  up  the  mess  they 
left.  I  hope  I  have. 

In  some  previous  years  the  yearbook  has  caused 
slight  controversy  after  the  book's  contents  became  known 
before  the  annual  was  released.  This  year,  though,  the 
book  should  be  a  surprise  to  everyone,  including  some  of 
the  staff  members.  It  seems  that  every  time  we  had  a 
major  deadline,  staff  members  were  also  in  the  middle  of 
nine  weeks  or  semester  tests,  and  in  one  case,  in  "mid 
mid-semester"  tests.  Luckily,  I  was  able  to  either  juggle 
my  schedule  around  my  tests  in  order  to  get  some  work 
done,  but  in  some  cases,  the  books  (academic)  had  to 
suffer.  It's  hard,  though,  to  expect  a  fantastic  quantity  of 
work  from  a  staff  which  is  mostly  composed  of  volunteers. 

And  what  a  collection  of  personalities  the  staff  in- 
cluded. Ron  Becker,  who  will  inherit  this  job  next  year, 
and  his  fiance,  Marge  Mueller,  did  most  of  the  layouts. 
Ron  has  things  well  planned  for  next  year,  and  Marge, 
with  her  experience,  will  probably  be  able  to  again  give 
him  a  lift  on  the  book.  Copy  editor  Eddie  Reddick  and 
sports  editor  Jack  Montgomery,  while  often  absent  when 
work  was  to  be  done  due  to  other  work  commitments,  did 
do  a  good  job  of  giving  me  "rabbit  ears"  with  their  con- 
stant harassment.  Jeane  Hamilton  was  a  gem  as  class 
editor,  and  she  did  much  of  the  work  on  the  index.  Doug 
Szenher  and  Jim  Lassiter  did  a  professional  job  in  writing 
sports  copy,  and  Lassiter  especially  brightened  the  year- 
book room  with  his  cheery  (?)  disposition. 

As  for  my  photographers,  they  did  good  work,  when 
they  didn't  miss  a  shot  and  force  the  editor  to  grab  a 
camera  to  cover  for  them.  Keith  Ashcraft,  was  on  the 
staff  for  his  third  year,  and  he  will  inherit  the  top  spot. 
Dennis  Holt  had  the  usual  problems  a  freshman  encounters. 


They  did  manage  to  do  something  no  other  photography 
staff  has  done  here  in  a  long  time  —  they  always  had  their 
photos  ready  two  to  three  days  prior  to  a  deadline. 

Head  photographer  Marion  Meredith  was  more  than 
a  head  photographer,  for  he  was,  and  has  been  for  the 
past  four  years,  the  man  I  went  to  when  I  had  a  problem. 
This  yearbook  has  been  a  large  part  of  our  lives  for  the 
past  four  years,  ever  since  we  moved  into  the  ballroom 
section  of  Danner  Hall  as  freshmen.  Our  experiences 
have  been  as  rollicking  as  anyone  can  imagine,  such  as 
our  fraternity  s  general  assembly  in  Dallas,  Tex.,  this 
past  summer,  and  just  as  sorrowful,  like  the  night  over 
three  years  ago  that  I  had  to  call  him  and  tell  him  of  the 
untimely  death  of  Mark  Crow.  Marion  and  I  lived  across 
the  hall  from  Mark,  Roy  Ockert  and  Dan  Stracner,  and 
their  effects  on  our  lives  will  always  be  obvious. 

Enough  thanks  can't  go  to  yearbook  advisor  Tom 
Manning,  my  good  friend  who  got  me  started  in  this  busi- 
ness almost  nine  years  ago.  He  approved  the  index,  then 
did  much  of  the  work  compiling  it.  He  also  helped  me 
juggle  the  budget  so  that  we  could  increase  our  color. 
I  haven't  seen  the  color  pages  yet,  but  I  hope  they're  as 
beautiful  as  the  transparencies. 

With  this  editor,  and  head  photographer,  an  era  ends. 
The  past  dozen  yearbooks,  since  1958,  have  been  edited 
by  members  of  the  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  fraternity.  I  hope 
this  book  isn't  anticlimatic,  for  it  would  be  a  disappoint- 
ment to  my  nine  predecessors.  Jim  Stephens  was  the  first, 
and  he  served  as  both  editor  and  photographer  for  two 
years.  His  first  book  had  264  pages,  24  of  which  were 
advertising.  Charlie  Crow  was  head  photographer  of  the 
next  four  books  under  editors  Charles  Long,  Bill  Camp, 
Bob  Harrelson  and  Richard  McCann.  Charlie's  brother, 
Wendell,  edited  the  next  two  books,  and  Phil  Pickle  was 
his  head  photog.  Roy  Ockert  also  served  two  terms,  and 
Marion  took  over  as  head  man  during  his  freshman  year 
after  Mark's  tragic  death.  Dan  Stracner,  my  immediate 
predecessor,  was  as  different  from  Roy  O.  as  night  and 
day,  and  I  hope  I  picked  up  both  of  their  best  points. 

It's  finally  time  for  me  to  close.  I  still  have  six  days 
of  spring  break  left  to  rest,  look  at  the  books  I've  neglected 
the  past  nine  weeks,  go  home  to  see  my  parents  and  make 
a  trip  to  see  the  one  who  put  up  with  me  during  periods 
of  anger  and  disappointment,  and  joy,  while  putting  this 
book  together. 

It's  been  real.
